Claim 3 (currently amended): The breast pad as recited in claim 2 [[1]], wherein said 
concave grooves curve groov e curv e s so as to protrude toward a central portion of said main body 
along said expansion direction of said elastic members m e mb e r . 

Claim 4 (currently amended): The breast pad as recited in any of claims 1 K 2 and 3 a n^^ene 
of claims 1 to 3 , further comprising a surface member which comes in contact with a user's skin, 
said surface member being inwardly disposed on a surfac e of said liquid-absorbing member 
opposit e to a surface on which said wat e rproof m e mb e r is dispos e d and a cushion member 
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disposed between said liquid-absorbing member and said surface member. 

Claim 5 (currently amended): The breast pad as recited in claim 4, wherein said surface 
member is provided with said concave grooves around at both sid e portions of a nipple-contact 
portion of said surface member.

Claim 7 (currently amended): The breast pad recited in claim \2 [[6]], wherein said e dg e 
portion of said surface member is folded outwardly at the edge portion so as to embrace said 
liquid-absorbing member and said elastic members m e mb e r th e r e in at a sid e e dg e of said main 
body. 

Claim 8 (currently amended): The breast pad recited in claim 12 [[6]] or 7, wherein said 
elastic members m e mb e r is fixed between [[to]] said liquid-absorbing member and said folded 
surface member, or between said folded surface member and said waterproof member, in a state in 
which said elastic members are m e mb e r is sandv^ched therebetween at the edge portion ar^ide 
e dg e of said main body, and wherein the elastic members are not fixed to the main body at 
longitudinal ends thereo f both longitudinal opposit e e nds of said e lastic m e mb e r has portions not 
fix e d to said main body . 
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Claim 9 (currently amended): The breast pad recited in claim 8, wherein said 
liquid-absorbing member is formed to be smaller than that of said waterproof member and that of 
said surface member at a region in which said opposit e e nd portions of said elastic members 
m e mb e r are terminated dispos e d , and wherein opposit e e nd portions of said elastic members are 
not fixed to the waterproof member and the surface member at the region m e mber has portions not 
fix e d to said wat e rproof m e mb e r and said surfac e m e mb e r . 

Claim 10 (currently amended): The breast pad recited in claim 12 [[6]] or 7, wherein, 
a pproximately at an approximat e ly expanding center of said elastic member on side edge portion 
portions of said main body, said waterproof member has an area not fixed to said liquid-absorbing 
member and/or said surface member. 

Claim 1 1 (new): A breast pad comprising: 

a main body having an edge portion including a first edge and a second edge opposed to the 
first edge, the main body comprising: 

a liquid-absorbing member; 

a waterproof member laminated outwardly on the liquid-absorbing 
member; 

a first elastic member disposed at the first edge; 

a second elastic member disposed at the second edge, and 
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a pair of concave grooves provided between the first elastic member and the 

second elastic member, extending in an expansion direction of the first elastic 

member and the second elastic member. 

Claim 12 (new): A breast pad comprising: 

a main body having an edge portion including a first edge and a second edge opposed to the 
first edge, the main body comprising: 

a surface member, wherein the surface member contacts a user's skin; 
a liquid-absorbing member laminated outwardly on the surface member; 
a waterproof member laminated outwardly on the liquid-absorbing 
member; 

a first elastic member disposed at the first edge; and 
a second elastic member disposed at the second edge, wherein the surface 
member is extended to cover the liquid-absorbing member at the edge portion. 
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
